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JUSTICE Minister David Liba’i 
yesterday came to the defense of 
the Supreme Court against pro¬ 
posals of Shas and NRP MKs to 
make far-reaching changes in the 
judicial system. 

Supreme Court President-des¬ 
ignate Aharon Barak said the 
state could not do without judi¬ 
cial review on basic issues. 

“I will not allow any diminish¬ 
ing of the prerogatives or stand¬ 
ing of the Supreme Court or its 
justices,” Liba’i told the plenum 
yesterday. He was responding to 
a motion by Labor MK Haggai 
Merom who criticized proposals 
aired over the past week to limit 
the term of Barak and redefine 
the court’s prerogatives. 

Uba'i said those who wish to 
limit Barak's term “want to dam¬ 
age the Supreme Court itself, its 
status and independence.” 

He said there was nothing 
wrong in criticizing court deci¬ 
sions. “However, we will insist 
on restraint m the kind of criti¬ 
cism, and criticism that is sub¬ 
stantive and does not constitute 
incitement.” 

“Democracy is based on con¬ 
straints,” Uba'i continued. “It is 
not based simply on majority rule 
because democracy also includes 
individual rights, and certainly 
minority rights. Therefore, there 
are limits to the rule of the major¬ 
ity and therefore there must be 
limits to the power of the Knesset 
and its legislation.” 

Barak said yesterday that there 
is no substitute for judicial review 
of basic issues that are controver¬ 
sial, but did not relate to attacks 
on him by politicians upset by 
recent rulings of the High Court 
of Justice. 

Speaking to a conference enti¬ 
tled “The Nature and Legitimacy 
of Judicial Review,” held at the 
Hebrew University of Jerusalem, 
Barak said the legitimacy of judi¬ 
cial review was now first being 
tested in Israel, following the 
passing of Basic Laws relating to 
human rights. 

Barak rejected the notion that 
value-based controversies must 
be left to be resolved by the polit¬ 
ical system, saying that “in many 
cases that is possible, but not in 
all cases.” 

He said that-in a democratic 
state, individual rights must be 
protected from the state and from 
the majority opinion. 

At the same conference. Su¬ 
preme Court Justice Yitzhak Za¬ 
mir said that if the political at¬ 
tacks on the court continue, the 
court will not be able to continue 
to function as in the past, adding 
that "the public must express its 
faith in the court.” 

He said the question was not 
whether the court's involvement 
in political issues was legitimate, 
but whether it is wise and 
desirable. 

While the court has become 
more involved in political matters 
in recent years, this was not by 
choice, he said. But MKs began 
asking the court to protect them 
within the Knesset from fellow 
members who were “breaking 
the rules of the political game.” 

The court agreed to intervene 
only when it became convinced 
there was no other body that 
could correct what needed cor¬ 
recting. he said.

Hassan appeals for unity at summit 


KING Hassan II appealed yesterday for Mos¬ 
lem unity and tolerance toward other reli¬ 
gions as he opened an Islamic summit in 
Morocco marred by disputes among Arab 
participants. 

The monarch bitterly complained about ex¬ 
tremists who have "tarnished” Islam's image 
and asked the Organization of the Islamic 
Conference to fonn a watchdog body to publi¬ 
cize Islamic precepts “far from any confusion, 
error or dubious interpretation." 

High-level delegations, including 28 heads 
of state, from all 52 OIC members from Afri¬ 
ca. Europe and Asia were taking part. 

They hope to devise a common strategy on 
issues ranging from the plight of-fallow Mos¬ 
lems in Bosnia and conflicts in the Middle 
East to terrorism and extremism. 

The summit got under way at the royal

palace in Casablanca at 6:45 p.m.. almost two 
hours behind schedule. The delay was attrib¬ 
uted to private meetings to smooth over dif¬ 
ferences that had clouded a preparatory meet¬ 
ing of foreign ministers. 

Senegalese President Abdou Diouf. who 
hosted the 1991 summit in Dakar, turned over 
the presidency to Hassan. He urged an end to 
the war in Bosnia and backing of Palestinian 
efforts to build a nation. 

In his speech, Hassan cited a verse from the 
Koran: “If two groups of believers fight each 
other, endeavor to reconcile them ... recon¬ 
cile them and be fair.” 

Islamic ideals, said the king, “are not re¬ 
spected by some groups whose behavior is 
contrary to Islamic tolerance and flexibi¬ 


lity,” the king said. 

Egyptian President Hosni Mubarak blamed 
militants and misguided countries for weaken¬ 
ing the Moslem world and giving Islam a bad 
name. 

‘The first fact we have to face up to is that 
the state of the Islamic world is not satisfac¬ 
tory or reassuring...The challenges are enor¬ 
mous, the dangers appalling. We must be 
frank with ourselves and recognise that the 
future is in the balance,” he told the opening 
session. 

Jordan demanded that a resolution on Jeru¬ 
salem support its custodianship of holy Mos¬ 
lem sites in the city. The Palestinians objected 
that such a move would undercut their claim 
to sovereignty over eastern Jerusalem.

Shahal, Hefetz should resign - journalists 


THE National Federation of 
Journalists yesterday called for 
the resignations of Police Minis¬ 
ter Moshe Shahal and Inspector- 
General Assaf Hefetz, unless 
they complete the wiretapping in¬ 
vestigation within one month and 
bring the perpetrators to trial. 

“There is a feeling that investi¬ 
gation details are being covered 
up and kept secret, and the whole 
affair has been dragging on for 
too long,” federation chairman 
Sara Friedman said at a news 
conference. 

The news conference was con¬ 
vened following an emergency 
meeting to discuss the case, 
which, said Friedman, represents 
a serious danger to the freedom 
of press and Israeli democracy. 

The police spokesman last 
night sharply attacked the federa¬ 
tion's demands in the wiretap¬ 
ping case. 

“It is unacceptable in a state of 
law to order the police to finish 
an investigation by a certain 
date,” the spokesman said in a 
statement. 

“It is certainly wrong ro de¬ 
mand the guilty be found at any 
price, as the journalists appear to 
be demanding. 

“We, like the journalists, look 
with great severity upon illegal 
phone-tapping, and are working 
non-stop to finding the guilty par¬ 
ties, including those who ordered 
the phone-taps. 

“However,” the spokesman 
added, “we are doing that in the 
framework of the law.” He de¬ 
scribed as *'in bad taste” the de¬ 
mands for the inspector-general's 
and police minister's resignation. 

So far, five private investiga¬ 
tors have been indicted in the 
case, but the federation wants to 
see those who commissioned 
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National Federation of Journalists Chairman Sara Friedman 
and general secretary Razi Gutter-man call for immediate 
completion of the wiretapping probe. iGidoon Maitowicz/rppAi 


them brought to trial. 

Senior police sources have im¬ 
plicated newspaper publishers as 
those who ordered wide-scale 
wiretapping from two such inves¬ 
tigators. Rafi Friedan and Ya’a- 
cov Tsur, who are currently 
awaiting trial on 40 charges of 
bugging senior media personnel, 
politicians, and businessmen. 

Police sources say that al¬ 
though they know who is respon¬ 
sible, they have no admissible ev¬ 
idence despite statements written 
against a main suspect by prose¬ 
cution witnesses. 


From the start of the probe, 
both Ma'ariv and Yediol Ahar- 
onot have written tendentious arti¬ 
cles on the case. The two leading 
dailies, together with Ha'aretz, 
have relied on other private inves¬ 
tigators to provide them with in¬ 
formation. and Friedman blasted 
what she described as the use of 
“GSS and Mossad methods and 
former employees.” 

“Reporters find it difficult to 
work - there is a feeling that 
there is a cover up of the facts and 
different newspapers are writing 
distorted interpretation of 


events,” said Friedman. 

Friedman also said journalists 
had received anonymous and 
threatening letters warning them 
to lay off the case. 

“Some information in the let¬ 
ters could only have been ob¬ 
tained by wiretapping,” she said. 

Reporters ar Ma'ariv and Ve¬ 
dior have either refused to cover 
the case or have had articles dic¬ 
tated to them by their editors, she 
said. Those who object have been 
threatened with dismissal, she 
said. Others who have written 
about the case have refused to 
include their bylines. 

Some reporters have said they 
have been followed and photo¬ 
graphed by private detectives. 
Amnon Abramovitch, a senior 
reporter at Ma'ariv, resigned last 
week after police discovered his 
office phone was tapped. 

The publishers' bands are not 
dean, Friedman said, and called 
on them to condemn the wiretap¬ 
ping phenomenon and publish' 
complete and uncensored details 
about the case, regardless of per¬ 
sonal involvement. 

“Publishers should stop using 
reporters as pawns in a chess 
game, and let them work without 
fear that they will be fired or that 
their phones are being tapped,” 
she said. “It is the right of every 
journalist to keep their sources 
secret." 

The federation will stand be¬ 
hind journalists who feel they are 
being manipulated or threatened 
by their bosses, she said. “It is 
not only in the interests of the 
journalists themselves but also 
the public who are receiving false 
information.” 

The federation also called on 
politicians to publicly condemn 
the phenomenon. 


US National Archives opens Nazi files to public

WASHINGTON (AF) - Nearly 
50 years after the end of World 
War U, officials of the US Na¬ 
tional Archives made public on 
Monday the first balch of an esti¬ 
mated 22 million cards, dossiers, 
forms, sheets and lists on mem¬ 
bers of Nazi party organizations. 

They are the biographic detail 
held by the Berlin Document 
Center that US forces set up at 
the end of World War II. Some of 
the microfilms show signs of char¬ 
ring on the originals, evidence of 
an attempt to burn them. 


The documents offer a host of 
historical tidbits: 

• Heinrich Himmler, head of 
the black-shirted Schutzstaffel 
(SS). the “Security Squadrons" 
created to protect the party, 
found it necessary to record the 
expenditure of 1.71 marks (about 
SI. 10 at current rates) for soles 
and heels on his boots. 

• Dr. Josef Mengele, who per¬ 
sonally chose 400.000 victims for 
the Auschwitz gas chambers, was 
hit by a truck while riding a mo- 
torcvde between two extermina¬ 


tion camps and suffered unrec¬ 
orded injuries, according to a po¬ 
lice court record. 

• Adolf Eichmann, in charge 
of deporting Jews to the camps, 
was judged by his superiors “very 
active, comradely, goal-motivat¬ 
ed" and a “recognized specialist 
in his line of work.” says a per¬ 
sonnel report. 

There is no file on Hitler him¬ 
self. But the National Archives 
has the originals of his will and 
his certificate of marriage to Eva 
Brawn, the long-time mistress he 


wedded just before they killed 
themselves. The originals are on 
a tour as the 50th anniversary of 
their April 30, 1945, suicide 
approaches. 

The records were held in the 
Berlin suburb of Zehlendorf.

In the years following 
the end of the war they could have 
been highly embarrassing to some 
individuals in West Germany.

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Hizbullah is 
not immune, 
warns Barak

HIZBULLAH is not immune 
to attack, and can be bit any¬ 
where and everywhere. Chief 
of General Staff Lt.-Gen. 
Ehud Barak warned 
yesterday. 

“Hizbullah is not immune 
and that applies to every 
place,” Barak said. “The IDF 
will act prudently and do what 
needs to be done. In the last 
month alone, Hizbullah lost 
20 people, but Israel and the 
South Lebanese Army also 
paid a price.” 

But Deputy Chief of Staff 
Maj.-Gen. Matan Vilna’i in¬ 
dicated there are differences 
of opinion regarding what 
strategy the IDF should adopt 
in the war against Hizbullah. 

Vilna'r made his first appear¬ 
ance before the Knesset Foreign 
Affairs and Defense Committee 
since being appointed deputy 
chief of staff. He sharply criti¬ 
cized OC Education Corps Brig.- 
Gen. Shiomo Ben-Moshe for an 
interview he gave to the daily 
Ha'aretz yesterday, in which he 
called for the IDF to take the 
offensive in the war against 
Hizbullah. 

“We are an army with many 
opinions and there is no need to 
be always making them public.” 
said Vilna’i. “[Ben-Moshe’s] 
statements were unacceptable 
and we will deal with him.” 

Vilna’i rejected opposition 
claims that the government is 
constraining the army in southern 
Lebanon for political reasons, 
and denied that the new OC 
Northern Command, Maj.-Gen. 
Amirara Levine, wants to change 
current strategy against 
Hizbullah. 

Vilna’i said there was nothing 
wrong with a statement Levine 
made on Sunday, after Lt. Ariel 
Ovadia was killed and seven oth¬ 
er soldiers were wounded in a 
Hizbullah ambush on a Golani 
patrol near Marjayoun. that 
“We will have to take the initia¬ 
tive in onr bands and attack 
them.” 

Levine, who took over the 
Northern Command several days 
ago, appeared to be signaling that 
he wants to adopt a more aggres¬ 
sive policy than his predecessor. 
Maj.-Gen. Yitzhak Mordechai. 

His comment apparently trig¬ 
gered a critical reaction from 
Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin, 
currently visiting the Far Ea$t. 
Rabin told reporters in his entou¬ 
rage that “Whoever thinks that 


he has a surefire military formula 
to solve the problem is mistaken. 

“We succeeded in dealing two 
hard blows to Hizbullah and its 
allies in 1994 - the transfer of 
Mustafa Diram to Israel and the 
[IAFJ bombing at Ein Dardara. 
The (Hizbullah] response came 
in Buenos Aires and London. 
Let’s not forget that,” he 
said. 

Vilna'i rejected the interpreta¬ 
tion that Levine had intended to 
signal the beginning of a new pol¬ 
icy. 

“IDF policy is long range and 
we don't start all over again from 
the beginning after each attack.” 
said Vilna’i. “Our aim is to pro¬ 
tect our soldiers on the one hand, 
and carry out assaults against the 
terrorists on the other. This is a 
complicated matter requiring 
constant evaluation,- and I don't 
think the new northern sector 
commanding officer takes a more 
aggressive approach than his pre¬ 
decessor. Both know their jobs 
very well.” 

Army sources indicated the 
IDF will not execute an armored 
thrust north of the security 
zone. 

“The situation in the [zone] has 
many military solutions and re¬ 
sponses, as well as offensive ini¬ 
tiatives, but that does not imply 
an invasion or a deep incursion." 
a senior Northern Command 
source said last night. 

“Pinpoint surgical strikes can 
be conducted and, most impor¬ 
tantly, it is becoming abundantly- 
clear to Hizbullah that their 
chances of emerging alive from a 
penetration into the [security] 
zone are slim to none.” 

Barak, who was officially bid¬ 
ding farewell to the Southern 
Command before retiring on De¬ 
cember 31, made his remark on 
Hizbullah during a visit to the 
Givati infantry brigade. 

The security zone remained 
quiet yesterday following sus¬ 
tained Hizbullah attacks on IDF 
and SLA targets. Hizbullah was 
said to have placed its fighters on 
alert for possible IDF reprisals. 

The funeral of Lt. Ovadia, 21, 
of Jerusalem, is to be held at 
Jerusalem's Mount HerzJ Mili¬ 
tary Cemetery this afternoon at 
two. 

Meanwhile, Housing Minister 
Binyamin Ben-Eliezer said on a 
visit to the North yesterday that 
Syria holds the solution to terror¬ 
ism from Lebanon, which it could 
stop if it so desired. “If the Syri¬ 
ans think they can achieve some¬ 
thing through Hizbullah they are 
making a big mistake,” he said. 


Rabin to discuss stock tax 
upon return to country

ADDING confusion as to the fu¬ 
ture of the stock market tax.

Embattled Finance Minister 
Avraham Sbobat, who finally 
spoke to Rabin yesterday for the 
first time since nimors of the tax's 
cancellation or delay began 
spreading last weekend, inter¬ 
preted the prime minister’s state¬ 
ment as evidence that Rabin bas 
not changed his mind about the 
tax. 

However, the fact that Rabin 
did not categorically reject the 
possibility of delaying the imposi¬ 
tion of the new tax and said he 
will discuss the tax upon his re¬ 
turn, gave credence to Industry 
and Trade Minister Micha Har- 
ish’s statement earlier this week, 
that Rabin will meet with the cab¬ 
inet upon returning to review the 
issue. 

Opponents of the stock market 
tax wasted no time and will today 


submit MK Ron Nah man’s (Li¬ 
kud) private bill to cancel the tax. 
Nahraan. a year ago, had submit¬ 
ted a bill to prevent the imposi¬ 
tion of a capital gains tax. Nah¬ 
man said tbe debate on his bill 
will gjve a chance for the public 
to see and hear what Knesset 
members think about the tax. 

MK Haggai Merom criticized 
his Labor Party colleagues for 
backtracking on a law they 
passed only two weeks ago and 
said that “minimal integrity” re¬ 
quires them to back their 
commitment. 

Labor Minister Ora Namir said 
that if there was a time to recon¬ 
sider the imposition of a stock 
market tax. it was before the law 
was passed. “Who can guarantee 
that if we change our decision, 
the popularity of the Labor party 
won’t drop?” she said. 

Namir added that she supports 
the tax and her oniy reservation is 
that foe tax is too low. 

Shohat told Rabin that Meretz 
supported foe imposition of foe 
stock market tax on time. 

Housing Minister Binyamin 
Ben Eliezer told reporters during 
a visit to foe north yesterday that 
although there was no dispute 
over the concept of taxing foe 
bourse, he felt that foe imple¬ 
mentation of it next month would 
be a mistake.

Man who shot up 
Temple Mount

A MAN convicted of killing and 
and wounding Arabs on the Tem¬ 
ple Mount 12 years ago was de¬ 
tained by police yesterday when 
he tried to return to the scene of 
the crime. 

Alan Goodman, an US native 
who was sentenced to life impris¬ 
onment after trilling two Palestin¬ 
ians and wounding nine in 1982, 
was nabbed by police at the en¬ 
trance to the mount.

He was released to 
complete his leave after he told 
police he had just gone to the site 
to visit. The police spokesman

On April 11, 1982, Goodman 
sprayed the area with gunfire, 
saying he was trying to capture 
the site so be could return it to 
the Jewish people. He is expected 
to spend a total 32 years in jail 

Following the incident yester¬ 
day, Goodman said his days as a 
terrorist were over. 

‘Terrorism is a young man’s 
game,'’ Goodman, who tamed SO 
in May, told Israel Television. “I 
am too old for terrorism. After 
the age of 50, it’s time for all good 
terrorists to retire.”

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Ministry to probe fire 
at pipeline company 


THE Environment Ministry is 
opening a 'criminal investigation 
into why the Eilat-Ashkelon 
Pipeline Company did not imme¬ 
diately report a fire two weeks 
ago or a similar incident six 
months ago. 

The Energy Ministry, mean¬ 
while, is investigating an Israel 
Radio report that a fire at the Pi 
Glilot gas depot near Herzliya 
was not reported to authorities. 

Yesterday, the Environment 
Ministry submitted its report of 
the Ashkelon pipeline incident to 
Finance Minister Avraham Sbo- 
hat, who is responsible for the 
government-owned concern. The 
report said the company works 
without a business license, poi¬ 
sonous substance permit or haz¬ 
ardous materials permit; does not 
have sufficient emergency teams 
to cope with accidents; and that

the electronic fixe warning device 
did not operate because it was bit 
by lig h tning the previous day. 

Pipeline company spokesman 
Shmuel Algrabli swirl in' response 
that since the company had extra¬ 
territorial status, it was not 
bound by the laws requiring these 
licenses and permits, and bad not 
been previously asked to abide by 
them. He also noted that the 
company reported the incident 
which its own workers brought 
under control with no damage or 
injuries, the following day. t il»»- 
other companies working with 
hazardous materials, the pipeline 
company was not aware of the 
legal obligation to inform the 
ministry of the incident, he said. 

“We will study the report. 
Some of its recommendations 


have already been implemented 
and we are bolding discussions 
about the licenses," said pipeline 
general manager Reuven Boneh. 
He said the company’s workers 
deserved praise Cot the brave and 
professional way they extin¬ 
guished the fire, which broke out 
when lightning struck the roof of 
a fuel tank. 

The company denied ever re¬ 
fusing access to the ministry 
workers and said that outside 
safety experts had visited the site. 
Algrabli also said Brig.-Gen. 
Aharon Vardi, who is the minis- 
•ter’s adviser on hazardous mate¬ 
rials, had visited the plant in his 
previous position as chief of the 
Home Front Command when he 
bad praised the safety measures.

Murderer of Hanit Kikos appeals conviction 


Women’s Network: Scandalous 
that rabbinical panel never met 


SULEIMAN Abeid, 46, who was 
convicted last month by the Beer- 
sheba District Court of murder¬ 
ing Hanit Kikos of Ofakun in 
June 1993 and sentenced to life 
imprisonment, has appealed his 
conviction to the Supreme Court. 

Abeid’s attorney, Avigdor 
Feldman, said in the appeal that 
his client could not be convicted 
on the strength of his confession 
alone, since Abeid is mildly re¬ 


tarded and confessed because he 
was under extreme pressure dur¬ 
ing the police interrogation. 

Feldman noted that Abeid’s 
confession to (he rape and mor¬ 
der of Kikos was totally baseless, 
and had never been backed by 
any solid evidence. For example, 
he claimed he had dumped Ki- 
kos’s body in the Dudaim gar¬ 
bage dump near Beersheba, but 
the body was never found. 


Feldmaii also asked that, until 
the court' hears the appeal, his 
client be released from prison 
and that :the implementation of 
the life sentence he received be 
delayed. 

In convicting Abeid, the court 
cited not only his confession, but 
the fact that he had recreated the 
crime for police, and that he 
knew certain personal details 
about Kikos, such as the fact that 


she smoked and that she was car¬ 
rying a bag the night she 
disappeared. 

But Feldman said the record¬ 
ing of his client’s interrogation 
showed that the police put words 
in his client's mouth, and that he 
did not know other significant de¬ 
tails about Kikos, like her age, 
her hair color, and exactly what 
she was wearing.

THE Histadrut will move its headquarters from Tel Aviv to 
Jerusalem within a year, 26 years after it decided in principle to do 
so, Histadrut spokeswoman Rachel Bluestein confirmed 
yesterday. 

Among the likely sites are a building at the western entrance 
to Jerusalem that was to be the new national headquarters of 
Bezek, and a building being constructed in the Givat ShauJ 
quarter by the Jerusalem Economic Corporation.

Oral contraceptive Hungarian churches accept blame for silence during Holocaust 
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may be tested here

JERUSALEM’S Misgav Ladach 
Hospital intends to establish a 
joint company with a former local 
oncologist for testing his new 
type of oral contraceptive pill. 
Approval to begin c linical trials 
of B-OVAL, which combines the 
natural hormone melatonin with 
a synthetic progesterone, could 
take over a year. First, it must get 
approval from the Health 
Ministry. 

The pill’s developer, Dr. Mi¬ 
chael Cohen, was previously an 
oncologist at Sheba Hospital and 
now works in Washington, D.C., 
and at Erasmus University in 
Rotterdam. Cohen, who con¬ 
ducted research at the US Na¬ 
tional Institutes of Health, is said 
to be in the final stages of getting 
US Food and Drag Administra¬ 
tion approval for clinical trials 
there. The pill has already been 
tested extensively in Holland. 

Writing in the latest issue of the 
hospital's journal Misgav, Cohen 
notes that despite the small 
amounts of female hormones in 
conventional contraceptive pills, 
they produce side effects that 
commonly occur in pregnancy. 
He says his pill contains no 
estrogen. 

Yes, there are 
Kinneret piranha

IT now seems almost certain that 
the fish with sharp teeth pulled 
recently from Lake Kinneret by 
fisherman are in fact piranha. 

Agriculture Ministry experts 
who have examined one of the 
specimens caught by a fisherman 
are convinced h is a red piranha - 
one of 12 species of the carnivo¬ 
rous fish. So far, six of the fish 
with saw-edged teeth have been 
in the lake, near the Tiberias hot 
springs. 

Piranha live in fresh water and 
are normally found in South 
America, where the water tem¬ 
perature is at least 26‘ centigrade. 
They are considered to be ex¬ 
tremely dangerous when feeding 
in schools.Since the swimming 
season is over, there has been no 
panic among tourists, an official 
said. The fish are expected to die 
when the water turns cold. 


THE Hungarian Catholic and 
Protestant churches have issued a 
statement on the Holocaust which 
declares that not only the perpe¬ 
trators were responsible, but also 
all church members who flailed to 
raise their voices in protest 

The statement, issued during 
the Advent season preceding 
Christmas in the name of the 
Hungarian Catholic Bishops 
Conncil and the Ecnmenical 
Council of Churches in Hungary, 
represents a trend among Catho¬ 
lics and other Christians to as¬ 
sume a greater degree of responsi¬ 
bility for the mass murder of 
European Jewry. 

The Hungarian statement falls 
short, however, of recognizing 
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any link between theological ariti- 
Jerwish teachings and the antise¬ 
mitism which culminated in the 
Holocaust. Such a connection was 
indicated, for example, in a draft 
statement drawn np earlier tins 
year by the German Bishops’ 
Conference, which speaks of the 
“coresponsibility ahd guilt of the 
Chart*.” 

-■-That-statement, whidr'was 
made public in May during a 
meeting in Jerusalem between 
Vatican officials and the Interna¬ 
tional Jewish Committee for In¬ 
ter-Religious Consultations, said 
that “the tradition of theological 


and Church antisemitism was an 
important element on the way to¬ 
ward the Shoah.” 

The Hungarian statement, is¬ 
sued on the 50th anniversary of 
the Holocaust in that country, 
speaks of the Holocaust as “the 
greatest shame of our 20th centu¬ 
ry” and “an unpardonable sin.” 

-It reads: 

“On tiie occasion of the anni¬ 
versary we have to state that not 
only the perpetrators of this in¬ 
sane crime are responsible for it, 
but aO . those who, although they- 
declared themselves members of 


our churches, through fear, cow¬ 
ardice, or opportunism, foiled to 
raise their voices against the mass 
humiliation, deportation, and 
murder of their Jewish 
neighbors.” 

Rabbi David Rosen, director of 
inter-religious affairs for the Anti- 
Defamation League of B’nai 
B’rith, said the statement is a re¬ 
flection of the extent to which the 
countries of Eastern Europe are 
catching np with those of the West 
in Christian-Jewish relations. In 
some areas, he added, the Hun¬ 
garian statement even went be¬ 
yond those issued by Christians in 
Western countries and he hopes 
the Vatican takes note of this pro¬ 
gress and emulates it 


Education Ministry softens on bagrut for students with disabilities 


PUPILS suffering from dyslexia 
or other disabilities will from this 
year have greater leeway when 
writing bagrut (matriculation) 
examinations. 

Education Ministry Director- 
General Shimshon Shoshani yes¬ 
terday issued new guidelines for 
taking disabilities into account 
and giving schools greater free¬ 
dom to deride who should benefit 
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from the arrangements. 

Under these guideline^ the 
school principal together with his 
pedagogic advisory council will 
be free to decide whether a pupil 
is entitled to a special arrange¬ 
ment. The pupils eligible are 
those who have a learning disabil¬ 
ity, or a handicap such as difficul¬ 


ties in seeing or hearing. 

Teachers or professionals who 
have examined the pupils will be 
able to recommend the special 
testing conditions. 

The principal and the pedagog¬ 
ic council will then deride wheth¬ 
er the pupils should be examined 


orally or get 25% more time for 
an examination. Other possibili¬ 
ties are that examiners will be 
instructed to ignore spelling mis¬ 
takes, exams will be recopied or 
read out to special pupils. 

The ministry will take the ut¬ 
most precautions to keep all rec¬ 
ommendations sent by the school 
in strict confidence, Shoshani 
said yesterday.

Panama: Cuban 


refugees must be 


out by March 6 


NUEVO EMPERADOR, Pana¬ 
ma (AP) - Five days after Cuban 
refugees rioted in camps here. 
Panama's president has an¬ 
nounced that all 8,500 of them 
must leave the country by March 
6 . 

“I want to reiterate what was a 
promise to the Panamanian peo¬ 
ple,’ 4 President Ernesto Perez 
Balladares said Monday evening 
after arriving from the Summit of 
the Americas in Miami. 

“It was six months and it wfli 
be six months,” Perez Balladares 
said, referring to the length of 
time he told President Clinton 
the refugees could remain in 
Panama. 

He added that none of the Cu¬ 
bans would be allowed to stay. 

“We didn't invite them to Pan¬ 
ama. We lent them our territory 
to save them from what would 
have been certain death on the 
high seas," he said. 

His comments came as 630 
more US soldiers from two bat¬ 
talions arrived to reinforce troops 
guarding the camps where 1,000 
Cubans rioted last Wednesday 
and Thursday. 

The soldiers arrived late Mon¬ 
day night to bolster 2,000 troops 


guarding four Cuban encamp¬ 
ments, aid US Army Capt. John 
Leggett, spokesman for the refu¬ 
gee operation. 

"There are children playing 
baseball but you can feel ten¬ 
sion in the atmosphere," Leggett 
said. 

Soldiers who conducted a sec¬ 
ond sweep of two camps on Mon¬ 
day confiscated a cache of home¬ 
made weapons, the Miami 
Herald reported in yesterday’s 
editions. 

Last week’s rioting was the 
worst violence since Clinton or¬ 
dered US warships to begin inter¬ 
cepting Cuban refugees at sea in 
August. 

Hundreds of refugees last 
week broke down barbed wire 
fences, ran through the jungle 
and tried to swim the Panama 
Canal. 

More than 200 US soldiers and 
several refugees were injured in 
the melee. 

In a related development, 40 
Cubans were being be sent to the 
United States Tuesday under a 
program that allows provisional 
entry to the sick, the elderly and 
unaccompanied children under 
age 13.

UN condemns 
attack on 


peacekeepers 


SARAJEVO (AP) - The United 
Nations yesterday condemned an 
attack that injured five Banglade¬ 
shi peacekeepers in northwest 
Bosnia, but said the local com¬ 
mander's request for NATO air 
support had been denied. 

Bosnian Serbs who are-imped¬ 
ing UN operations have said 
there can be no return to normal 
relations until the threat of 
NATO air strikes is eliminated. 

UN officials also reported yes¬ 
terday that they expected several 
aid 'convoys to reach Sarajevo 
and other points.' 

“The attack on the Banglade¬ 
shi soldiers is one of the most 
flagrant and calculated assaults 
on UNPROFOR to have taken 
place in the history of this peace¬ 
keeping operation," said UN 
spokesman Michael Williams at 
headquarters in Zagreb. Croatia. 

“The nature of the weapons 
used left no shadow of a doubt 
that this was anything other than 
deliberate targeting of UNPRO¬ 
FOR soldiers," he said, refering 
to the UN Protection Force. 

Williams blamed the attack ei¬ 
ther on Croatian Serbs or on al¬ 
lied renegade Moslem forces who 
are fighting Bosnian government 


forces in northwest Bosnia. They 
fired anti-armor missiles Monday 
at a UN armored personnel carri¬ 
er in the Bihac region. 

The attack injured at least five 
Bangladeshi peacekeeping 
troops, who were taken to a US 
military field hospital in Zagreb 
for treatment. 

Lt. Col. Jan-Dirk von Mer- 
veldt, a UN spokesman in Saraje¬ 
vo, said UN officials have warned 
the Bosnian Serb army officials of 
“consequences," of further at¬ 
tacks. However, he said that the 
local Bangladeshi commander's 
request for NATO air support of 
his troops had been turned down. 

Von Merveldt said poor visibil¬ 
ity contributed to the decision. 

“It was in a built-up area so the 
use of air resources for this sort of 
thing would have been very 
tricky," he said. ‘‘Air presence 
was requested .. but it wasn't 
used.” 

Von Merveldt said the decision 
not to call in NATO planes was 
made in Sarajevo. 

The United Nations said last 
week that it was planning to with¬ 
draw the approximately 1,200 un¬ 
der-equipped and poorly sup¬ 
plied Bangladeshis from Bihac. 


HELICOPTER gunships and 
jets attacked a village outside the 
capital of the breakaway republic 
of Chechnya yesterday, as 
stunned villagers wandered the 
streets, scattering when they 
heard an aircraft approach. 

“They're killing innocent peo¬ 
ple!" wailed Vera Chebor- 
bayova, whose neighbor was car¬ 
ried away on a stretcher after 
being wounded by a rocket blast 
in the Russian helicopter assault 
on Pervomaiskoye. Another 
woman was reported badly 
wounded. 

. Russian officials issued their 
first casualty report, saying nine 
servicemen were killed and 14 
wounded since 40,000 Russian 
troops poured into Chechnya 
over the weekend to end its move 
to secede from the Russian Fed¬ 
eration. There was no compara¬ 
ble report on Chechen losses. 

. Late yesterday, a Russian ar¬ 
mored column halted its advance 
some 50 kilometers west of the

Premier Silvio 
Berlusconi faced questions yesterday horn anti-corruption magistrates 
whose probes have government allies sounding like enemies and critics 
howling for blood. 

The image of Berlusconi’s gray Mercedes passing through a police 
cordon was poignant in its symbolism: The powerful and widely 
popular prosecutors still call the shots. 

Their “Clean Hands" probes toppled the old political establishment, 
making possible Berlusconi's rise. But prosecutors pressed on and last 
month put Berlusconi under investigation in a probe of alleged bribes 
of tax inspectors by his Fininvest SpA media and retail company. 

In a letter published yesterday in Italy's leading financial newspaper, 
Berlusconi said he was going to his questioning with his “head held 
high" and confident the case against him would be dropped.

The meetings, billed as the 
third “National African Ameri¬ 
can Leadership Summit,” were 
organized by Benjamin Chavis, 
who was fired in August as execu¬ 
tive director of the NAACP amid 
allegations of personal and finan¬ 
cial misconduct. 

In a two-page statement issued 
after the dosed meetings, Chavis. 
Farrakhan and the others also 
called for selected boycotts against 
major US corporations that fan to 
make “substantial investments in 
the black community." 

In an interview, Chavis said the 
Washington march that Farrak¬ 
han has called for would be less a 
protest than a chance “to affirm 
our responsibility to care for the 
African American community, to 
care for our families.”

“We don't want our 
community to be dependent ou 
government programs... We in¬ 
tend to march in Washington, not 
on Washington.” 

Chavis said about 100 people 
attended the meeting but they did 
not include Jesse L. Jackson, who 
was in Chicago this weekend. 

Chavis said he did not know 
why Jackson, who has hinted that 
he will challenge President Clin¬ 
ton in the 1996 election, did not 
accept an invitation to attend the 
sessions.

The son stepped in after Wan 
some began cursing at his father, 
and punched Waisome as the ar¬ 
gument continued outside the 
store. 

“He was cursing the father out 
and the son told him, ‘Hey, don’t 
speak to my father that way.' But 
eventually, everybody shakes 
nantb, apologized to each other, 
and leaves," Brew said. 

Police said Waisome returned' 
to the store — apparently after 
stewing over the argument - and 
shot Agosta three times from the 
doorway and then fled ih a car.as 
two shocked customers watched.

ABABA (Reuter) - 
Ethiopia, long a cockpit of seces¬ 
sionist conflicts, this week un¬ 
veiled a new constitution that 
leaves the door of self-determina¬ 
tion open to those who want to 
use it. 

axe those who believe 
the right of nationalities to self- 
determination will rip the coun¬ 
try into pieces,” President Meles 
Zenawi told delegates at the for¬ 
mal closing of the constituent as¬ 
sembly in Addis Ababa. 

“But this is one of the articles 
that will ensure the unity of our 
peoples,” Meles added, saying 
the nation's past conflicts 
stemmed from the lack of a fo¬ 
rum for peaceful comp laint 

The ceremony marked the cli¬ 
max of a transition begun when 
Meles’s Ethiopian People’s Rev¬ 
olutionary Democratic Front 
(EPRDF) guerrillas overthrew 
Marxist dictator Mengjstu Haile 
Mariam in May 1991. 

Elections have been ordered 
within six months. Diplomats say 
the EPRDF is likeiy to dominate 
the result and make Meles prune 
minister - the post that holds ex¬ 
ecutive power. 

In the new leaders’ view, Ethi¬ 
opia's problems lay in its history 
as an empire carved out by war¬ 
rior kings from the Amhara high¬ 
lands and ruled with force by its 
feudal monarchs and, then, after 
1974. by Mengistu. 

They said the only way Ethio¬ 
pia could avoid disintegration 
was to meet the unruly urges of 
ethnic diversity head-on, giving 
each region a federal government 
and a right of secession. 

The Red Sea state of Eritrea, 
where allies of the EPRDF won a 
30-year war for self-rule, de¬ 
clared independence last year. 

Diplomats say that it is unlikely 
other regions will have the same 
chance soon - since the constitu¬ 
tion requires a two-thirds major¬ 
ity vote by a federal assembly, 
followed by a referendum after 
three years in favor of separation. 

Nevertheless, some opposition 
parties refused to participate in 
the constituent assembly because 
of the self-determination 
question.

I PALESTINIAN rejectionist 
* groups, both religious and 
► secular, have launched a 
concerted campaign to play down 
the financial support they receive 
from Iran and to deny that their 
activities are substantially under¬ 
written by Teheran. 

Spokesmen for Hamas, Islamic 
Jihad and Ahmed Jibril’s Popular 
Front for the Liberation of Pales¬ 
tine-General Command all prop¬ 
agated this message in inter¬ 
views published this week by 
the London-based Saudi-owned 


weekly ol-Wosat. 

Western diplomats believe the 
interviews, which appear to be 
carefully orchestrated, were in¬ 
spired by Iran in an attempt to 
distance Teheran from complicity 
in terrorist atrocities whjch the 
groups are suspected of 
perpetrating. 

The intention, they say. is to 
restore a measure of respectabil¬ 
ity for Iran in Western capitals 
and to facilitate the process of 
rescheduling of Iran's foreign 
debts to the West. 

In the interviews, the spokes¬ 
men provide some rare insights 
into the admittedly close ties be¬ 
tween the Palestinian radicals 
and Iran, but all are adamant that 
links with Teheran are based on a 
common strategic purpose rather 
than on Iranian sponsorship of 
their activities. 

Islamic Jihad leader Fathi Sha- 
kaki, who was deported from 
Gaza to Lebanon, conceded that 
he identified with the principles 
of Iran's Islamic revolution and 
said there was widespread sup¬ 


port for the commitment of the 
Iranian revolution to fight colo¬ 
nialism and the “forces of inter¬ 
national arrogance." 

It was this identification that 
motivated the first of many visits 
to Teheran, starting in December 
1988. when he met the late Irani¬ 
an leader Ayatollah Ruhoilah 
Khomeini, as well as Ayatollah 
Ali Khamenei, now Iran's su¬ 
preme leader, and current Presi¬ 
dent Akhbar Hashemi 
Rafsanjani. 

Shakaki said Islamic Jihad and 
Iran shared a common perception 
about Islam and the Palestinians, 
“which makes the Iranian position 
one of the strongest in support of 
the Palestinian cause.” 

However, he insisted that Ira¬ 
nian support for Islamic Jihad is 
“more social and political than 
financial” and he denied that his 
organization or any other Pales¬ 
tinian groups had “military train¬ 
ing camps in Iran or any other 
country.” Claims that Teheran 
provided Islamic Jihad and Ha¬ 
mas with S20 million a year were 


“grossly exaggerated,” although 
the Iranian Majlis had allocated 
such a sum to support the intifada 
in particular and the Palestinian 
cause in general. 

In feet, he said, the amount of 
aid disbursed by Iran's Palestin¬ 
ian Committee, which consists of 
an aide to Rafsanjani and repre¬ 
sentatives of the Revolutionary 
Guards and the Iranian Foreign 
Ministry, was limited to families 
of Palestinian “martyrs” and de¬ 
tainees. as well as some social 
and health services. 

The paper quoted an unnamed 
“prominent Palestinian Islamist” 
as saying Iranian financial assis¬ 
tance to Palestinian factions did 
not exceed S3m. a year to fam¬ 
ilies of “martyrs” and detainees. 

AMMAN-BASED Hamas 
spokesman Ibrahim Ghosheh 
told the paper that his organiza¬ 
tion's ties with Iran were cement¬ 
ed after Iraq’s August 1990 inva¬ 
sion of Kuwait when Hamas

Moslem heads paper over cracks in unity 


D ESPITE serious divi¬ 
sions. Moslem leaders 
managed to approve their 
final summit declaration in Casa¬ 
blanca. It excluded any reference 
to the controversies which dog¬ 
ged its preparation. 

The document made no men¬ 
tion of the dispute between Iraq 
and Kuwait or the argument over 
Jerusalem between the Palestin¬ 
ians and Jordan, the contentious 
issues at the Organization of the 
Islamic Conference (OIC) 
gathering. 

These issues and the crisis in 
Bosnia, which was the top 
item on the summit agenda, 
were tackled in separate 
resolutions. 

The “Casablanca Declaration” 
issued at the end of the two-day 
Islamic summit over the weekend 
supported the Middle East peace 
process but cautioned against 
what it called Israel's delaying 
tactics. 

The declaration by the OICs 
52 members expressed hope for a 
comprehensive peace in the Mid¬ 
dle East based on UN resolutions 
and the return of “ail Israeli-oc¬ 
cupied Arab land including Jeru¬ 
salem, the Syrian Golan and 
south Lebanon....” 

If also called for “sovereignty 
of the Palestinian people over 
their own land, their right to self- 
determination and the establish¬ 
ment of a Palestinian state with 
Jerusalem as its capital while 


alerting the sponsors of the peace 
conference to Israel's maneuvers 
to delay implementation of the 
resolutions adopted by interna¬ 
tional legality." 

The other main theme of the 
declaration concerned the image 
of Islam which the document said 
has been distorted by a “fero¬ 
cious campaign" and must be 
corrected. 

“On this matter, we call upon 
Moslem scholars to follow the 
evolution of the contemporary 
world in adopting an enlightened 
vision of Islam free of extremism 
or fanaticism," the document 
said. 

The declaration condemned all 
acts of terrorism by groups or 
states but excluded what it called 
“legitimate 'national struggles" 
like “national resistance to Israeli 
occupation.” 

A 23-member Political Com¬ 
mittee worked feverishly to ham¬ 
mer out differences between Jor¬ 
dan and the Palestinians over the 
Jerusalem issue and between Iraq 
and Kuwait. 

The ministerial session of the 
conference was attended by dele¬ 
gations from all 52 members of 
die OIC. plus a handful of ob¬ 
servers including Bosnia. 

The dispute between Iraq and 
Kuwait remains entrenched. Ku¬ 


wait sought a strongly worded 
resolution stating that the embar¬ 
go against Iraq not be lifted - a 
move an Iraqi delegate called 
“unacceptable." 

Iraq also wanted a reference to 
the plight of its people because of 
stifling sanctions in force since its 
invasion of Kuwait. 

The harassed ministers finally 
scratched together the 56-point 
agenda presented to their leaders 
for endorsement. 

“There had to be compro¬ 
mises,” declared Egyptian For¬ 
eign Minister Amr Moussa. 

Jordan wanted a proposed res¬ 
olution on Jerusalem to include a 
reference to its role in adminis¬ 
trating the holy sites in the city. 
The Palestinians felt such a decla¬ 
ration would undermine their 
claims in the eastern part of the 
city. 

“Jordan's position is dear. Je¬ 
rusalem's holy sites are in our 
trust until our Palestinian breth¬ 
ren can regain their sovereignty 
over the city," Jordanian Foreign 
Minister Tala! Hassan said. 
“There is no reason for a 
dispute." 

The ministers also devoted a 
two-hour session to the conflict in 
Bosnia. 

The OIC nations renewed their 
call for lifting the arms embargo 


so Bosnian Moslems could get 
better access to weapons. 

“It is immoral to prevent them 
from defending themselves,” 
Moussa said. 

The OIC renewed its offer to 
send peacekeepers under the 
banner of the United Nations - a 
suggestion rejected by Western 
countries which fear it could al¬ 
low Moslem fundamentalists, 
such as from Iran, to gain a 
foothold on the European 
continent. 

Led by their Moroccan hosts, 
the ministers devised recommen¬ 
dations for a worldwide cam¬ 
paign to project Islam as a reli¬ 
gion that eschews violence and 
advocates peace and 
reconciliation. 

A proposed code of conduct 
says OIC members will “no long¬ 
er welcome, train, arm, finance 
or increase whatever facilities'' 
for terrorists. 

On the Arab-Israeli negotia¬ 
tions, the ministers reached a 
carefully worded but contradic¬ 
tory resolution. 

It welcomed the signed accords 
between Israel, Jordan and the 
Palestinians, but called for the 
maintenance of the Arab boycott 
until after an Israeli peace with 
Lebanon and Syria.

Masari has worked closely with 
a group known as the Committee 
for Defense of Legitimate 
Rights, which has criticized the 
Saudi government from London. 

“We are not comfortable with 
this because it is taking place in a 
friendly country with whom we 
have a deep political and eco¬ 
nomic relationship,” Nayef said. 

“We respect all the laws and 
interests of any country but at the 
same time we value our own in¬ 
terests - and any activities against 
the government of Saudi Arabia 
will be a key element of our 
interests." 

British news media said at the 
tim e that officials decided not to 
grant asylum to Masari, a 48- 
year-old professor of physics, be¬ 
cause of pressure from the Saudi 
government.

“What we receive is assistance 
from people,” he said.

Europe and the United 
States." He also denied he head¬ 
ed a Hamas delegation that in¬ 
spected Revolutionary Guards 
camps in Iran, accusing “some 
parties of trying to fish in trou¬ 
bled waters and of fabricating 
baseless reports about coopera¬ 


tion agreements between Hamas 
and Iran.” 

Fadl Shrourou, a member of 
the FFLP-GCs political bureau, 
said ties were cemented after Iran 
played a central role in restoring 
calm during the “war of the 
camps” when fighting erupted 
between Syrian-backed ShiTte 
militias and PLO fighters in Leb¬ 
anon in 1985. 

These ties deepened when Iran 
supported the intifada and hosted 
an anti-peace conference in Te¬ 
heran at the same dime as the 
1991 Madrid conference. 

According to Shrourou. pay¬ 
ments to Palestinian families 
stopped in mid-1993 and Iranian 
aid is now limited to health and 
social activities. 

He added that no officials of 
the PFLP-GC had visited Tehe¬ 
ran for three years and that con¬ 
tacts occurred only when Iranian 
officials visited Damascus or via 
“special envoys."

US questions Syrian 
grasp of reality

I T was, the Syrian foreign 
minister said later, a most 
shocking scene; American 
Jewish leaders took over the of¬ 
fice of a leading congressman and 
one even sat in the lawmaker's 
own chair! 

To the Syrian, it was a clear 
indication of the unchecked pow¬ 
er of the Jewish lobby. 

US officials in turn expressed 
alarm at the astonishment of the 
minister, Farouk Shara. 

■ To them. Share's reaction to 
the recent meeting in the office of 
House Foreign Affairs Commit¬ 
tee Chairman Lee Hamilton, a 
Democrat from Indiana, under¬ 
lined a potentially troublesome 
blind spot in the world view of 
the Syrian leadership. 

US officials are becoming in¬ 
creasingly concerned that miscal¬ 
culations by the Syrians may be a 
serious obstacle to agreement. 

. They are cautiously optimistic 
that Israel and Syria will come to 
terms next year, before the elec¬ 
tion season reaches full steam in 
both Israel and the US for 1996. 
But they worry that the process 
will be complicated - and possi¬ 
bly derailed - by the way Syria’s 
leaders view reality. 

Secretary of State Warren 
Christopher has said that both 
President Hafez Assad and Prime 
Minister Rabin are seriously 
striving to reach an agreement. 

US officials see both men as 
meticulous negotiators unwilling 
to complete an agreement until 
they are sure the details are just 
right. The officials are becoming 
concerned that one side might in¬ 
advertently scuttle the talks by 
pressing for more than the other 
side is capable of giving. 

On each side, officials say, dis¬ 
trust of the other may be so per¬ 


vasive that genuine attempts at 
compromise will be written off as 
empty posturing. 

US officials say the primary 
purpose of Christopher's fre¬ 
quent trips to D amas cus and Je¬ 
rusalem is to try to nudge negoti¬ 
ating positions closer together. 
But they say a major secondary 
objective is to try to reconcile the 
differences between the way the 
two sides view reality. 

For most of this year, the Syri¬ 
an leadership has been trying to 
reach out to the Israeli public and 
the American Jewish community 
to persuade them of Assad's good 
intentions. But most of the over¬ 
tures have been a bit off-key, of¬ 
ten because of Syria's idiosyn¬ 
cratic perceptions of history and 
reality. 

When Shara visited the JUS in 
early October to attend the open¬ 
ing of the UN General Assembly, 
for instance, he granted an inter¬ 
view -to Israel Television and he 
met with a group of American 
Jewish - leaders. 

No one on the American side 
considered the venue (Hamil¬ 
ton’s office) at aU unusual, but 
Shara viewed it as confirmation 
of his belief that Jewish groups 
wielded undue influence on Capi¬ 
tol Hill. 

Shara’s interview with ITV was 
unprecedented. Most of the in¬ 
terview was diplomatically 
vague. But in response to the last 
question, Shara infuriated Israe¬ 
lis and strained credulity by in¬ 
sisting that Syrian gunners had 
never attacked dviQjan targets 
from the Golan Heights. 

He said people who believe 
otherwise were misled by the 
“Zionist-controlled international 
news media.”

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Relations with Japan 


T HAT it has taken over 40 years for Japan 
to normalize its diplomatic and commer¬ 
cial relations with Israel must be one of 
the strangest political phenomena of the post- 
World War II era. The two countries are, after 
all, dedicated democracies that, being poor in 
natural resources, share a passion for technol¬ 
ogy, science, and innovation. Collaboration and 
joint enterprises could have only been a boon to 
both. 

Regrettably, Japan's single-minded preoccu¬ 
pation with commercial prosperity, and its be¬ 
lief that close relations with Israel would threat¬ 
en regular supply of Middle Eastern oil and 
paralyze its industry, have militated against 
such normalization. Only now that the Japanese 
government has realized that the Arab boycott 
is not only immoral bnt ineffective, have rela¬ 
tions assumed the shape they should have had 
for decades. 

As bead of the Israel-Japan Chamber of 
Commerce Elhanan Harel put it in Tokyo on 
Monday, Japan is “Israel’s second most impor¬ 
tant economic target after the US.” Japan, too, 
is taking Israel seriously. As one Japanese dip¬ 
lomat said recently, “It is our perception that 
Israel is bound to become a primary center of 
regional economic cooperation.” 

This perception is be ginnin g to be reflected 
in deeds. Japan’s mission in Israel now numbers 
20 diplomats, which makes it larger than To¬ 
kyo’s representations in Spain, Sweden, or New 
Zealand. In 1993, Israel’s imports from Japan 
reached $1.05 billion, its exports to Japan $769 
million. In the first nine months of 1994, ex¬ 
ports to Japan rose 18 percent- to $681 million. 

If, as Israel hopes, direct air links are estab¬ 
lished between the two countries - something 
Japan still opposes for “security reasons” - die 
increase in trade, tourism, and scientific ex¬ 
changes should be dramatic. The agreements on 
cultural exchange and scientific and technologi¬ 
cal cooperation signed by Prime Minister Yitz¬ 
hak Rabin on Monday are just the beginning. 

Nor is die connection confined to culture and 
science. Japan’s interest in active involvement 
in the Middle East is growing. Despite fierce 
domestic opposition, it dispatched military per¬ 
sonnel abroad - for the first time since the 
World War - to help the coalition fences in the 
Gulf War. The Japanese are also involved in the 
multilateral negotiations between Israel and 
some of its neighbors. Japan has participated in 
all five working groups (environment, which it 
chains, economic development, refugee issues, 
arms control, and water). Tokyo has also 
pledged $200 million to the Palestinian Author¬ 
ity as this year’s contribution. 

So far so good. Bnt there is a cloud hanging 
over this bright picture: Japan’s relations with 
Iran. As in the boycott years, Japan’s political 
conduct seems dictated by short-sighted, nar¬ 
rowly materialistic considerations. The terror¬ 


ist-sponsoring regime in Teheran, involved in 
some of the most heinous crimes of recent 
years, receives generous credit from Japan. In 
fact, the Japanese funds are the only official 
money Iran is getting from G7 donors. Japan is 
also Iran’s second largest trading partner after 
Germany. And it has assisted Iran in the con¬ 
struction various huge projects, including large 
hydroelectric power stations which Japan is 
financing with little Iranian participation. 

According to Tokyo correspondent Mike Ja¬ 
cobs, Japan’s reasons for granting Iran generous 
soft loans are complex. As one Japanese econo¬ 
mist, who has been involved in relations with 
Iran for two decades, told Jacobs, “The Japa¬ 
nese still somehow feel that Iran is a major 
supplier of Japan's vital oil. However, the Irani¬ 
an proportion of oil supply dropped from 37 
percent in 1972 to below 10 percent a decade 
Later and is even lower today. 

“Japan also feels that by supporting the prag¬ 
matic politicians in Teheran economically, fun¬ 
damentalist terrorism would be curtailed. They 
believe that being generoos to Iran would se¬ 
cure future business opportunities, protect fu¬ 
ture repayment of Iranian debts to Japanese 
corporations, and ensure that no Iranian-backed 
terrorism would be directed against Japan." 

But the bottom line is that Japanese taxpayers 
are supporting Teheran’s terror-exporting re¬ 
gime. Ironically, no one opposes this more than 
the oil-producing Arab states, the very regimes 
whose threats had kept Japan from establishing 
closer relations with Israel. Bitterly complain¬ 
ing about Japan’s help to Iran, they repeatedly 
point out that money flowing from Japan to 
Teheran allows the Iranians to devote more 
funds to military projects - including nuclear 
research - and foment militant Islamic activities 
against the moderate Arab regimes. 

Earlier this year, when Rabin denounced Iran 
for funding terrorism, he also criticized Japan 
for funding Iran. In New York a few months 
ago, as Japan made its play for a seat on the 
Security Council, Foreign Minister Shimon 
Peres expressed dissatisfaction to his counter¬ 
part, Yohei Kono, over continued Japanese aid 
to Iran, pointing out that every dollar received 
in Teheran frees one more dollar for funding 
some terrorist operation. During his visit to 
Tokyo this week, Rabin again asked for a 
reassessment of Japanese policies on Iran. 

But Japan, apparently determined to let the 
prospects of short-term business .gains dictate 
policy, has rejected all these Israeli pleas. As a 
Japanese Foreign Ministry spokesman told The 
Jerusalem Post, “In the real world, there are 
principles and there are pragmatic consider¬ 
ations - such as our bilateral friendship with 
Iran, which covers politics, economics, and the 
expansion of future opportunities.” It is this 
kind of cynicism which Israel must keep in 
mind as relations with Japan develop.

And for our 
research on this question, we did 
extensive interviews with the Cana¬ 
dian ambassador to Israel and Reve¬ 
nue Canada officials. Mr. Bar-man 
may not like their interpretation of 
Canadian law, but we didn't make 
the regulations - we simply reported 
it accurately. That’s our job. 

We set out in our documentary to 
give Canadians a deeper under¬ 
standing of the settlers’ cause. To 


that end we even decided we would 
not give “equal time” to their crit¬ 
ics from the peace movement or the 
Arab side. Instead, we would have 
settlers from various groups explain 
their positions. 

As a result, our documentary re¬ 
ceived a good response from many 
viewers - including Jews in Canada 
on various sides of the debate.

New chiefs’ challenge 


I N about two weeks, foe new 
IDF leadership will be report¬ 
ing for duty. 

General Amnon Sbahak will 
take the chief of staff's chair. 
General Matan Vilnai has al¬ 
ready begun serving as deputy 
chief of staff. We all wish them 
great success in their jobs, for our 
sakes as well as theirs. 

The appointments didn’t come 
as any surprise to foe people in¬ 
volved. They had ample lime to 
formulate the plans of action 
needed to grapple with foe chal¬ 
lenges that lie ahead. 

These, as usual, are enormous: 

• responsibility for ongoing op¬ 
erations (a burden of complex 
and sensitive security issues un¬ 
der which any general in any oth¬ 
er army ire foe world would col¬ 
lapse); 

• preparing foe IDF for foe next 
war, in the hope that it will not 
come, and yet with the knowl¬ 
edge that only a state of total 
readiness can deter foe enemy; 

• and foe usual struggle with foe 
Treasury chiefs’ recurring de¬ 
mands for economizing and cuts 
in defense budgets. 

But the main test of foe chief of 
staff and his deputy wfll not lie in 
these areas. 

In a process that began during 
foe Yom Kippur War, foe IDFs 
credibility is gradually and con¬ 
tinuously being gnawed away. 

If this deterioration goes on 
unchecked, if the nation’s trust in

its army is not rebuilt, we shall 
find ourselves facing a highly 
dangerous situation.

If the Arabs mean peace 


E VEN The Jerusalem Post 
occasionally fails prey to 
journalistic doublespeak, 
using loaded language which dis¬ 
torts and misleads. 

An example appeared on page 
3 of foe December 2 edition, in a 
report about the ruling of a Jeru¬ 
salem magistrate ordering former 
Prisoner of Zion Yosef Mendele- 
vitch to stay away from foe Tem¬ 
ple Mount next Purizn and Pes- 
sah. 

The report tells about “foe 10 
Jews who tried to force their way 
onto foe Temple Mount.” 

What actually happened? 

On Hanukka, which commem¬ 
orates foe lasting attachment of 
Jews to foe Temple Mount, Yo¬ 
sef Mendelevitch and several oth¬ 
er pious Jews decided to ascend 
to Judaism’s most sacred place. 
Having emptied their pockets of 
any objects which might conceiv¬ 
ably be used as weapons, they 
proceeded to the Lions’ Gate, 
which they found open and unat¬ 
tended. 

Mindful of Jewish law, which 
allows access only to the periph¬ 
ery of the sacred precinct, they 
walked only five meters from foe 
gate, and began to recite foe Hal- 
lel, the Psalms prescribed for 
Hanukka. 

Before long, two wildly gestic¬ 
ulating Arabs ran toward the 
group, yelling insults and curses. 

Several dozen Wakf guards ap¬ 
peared and attacked foe praying 
Jews, who offered no resistance. 
Mendelevitch was knocked to foe 
ground. 

Finally, several Israeli police¬ 
men fumed up and pushed foe 
Jews out of the gate. 

Mendeievitch and his compan¬ 
ions could have run away. But 
they preferred to stand and wait 

Shortly after, foe police came af¬ 
ter them and arrested them for 
“suspicious” behavior. 

Several days later, according to 
The Jerusalem Post, a judge ruled 
that; “although there is freedom 
of worship and movement in Je¬ 
rusalem, this must yield when 
there is danger to public order.”

Successive Israeli police com¬ 
manders and judges have acqui¬ 
esced in and encouraged Arab 
violence by refusing to enforce 
foe most minimal Jewish right to 
worship on hallowed ground. 

The mere presence of Jews is 
deemed a provocation. Conse¬ 
quently, even the most respectful 
Jewish pilgrim is said to have 
“forced his way 11 in. 

We are told Arafat can’t be 
held to his undertaking to re¬ 
nounce the PLO Covenant, 
which 1 calls for foe destruction of 
Israel, because a majority of foe 
PLO Council is abroad, We are 
told that he can’t be expected to 
eliminate terror because he 
doesn’t enjoy complete suprema¬ 
cy in Gaza and Jericho.

THE TRAGEDY is that another 
round of. bloodshed in Rwanda is 
being made possible in part by 
the huge humanitarian-relief pro- - 
gram launched last spring. Nearly 
$1-5 billion dollars from the inter¬ 
national community has gone to¬ 
ward supporting a massive refu¬ 
gee-relief operation. Though well 
intentioned, that money is now 
helping the defeated Hutu army 
regroup. 

Meanwhile, not a dime of‘for¬ 
eign aid has been given to foe 
new .Rwandan government, nei¬ 
ther for the reconstruction nor 
the protection of this newly rec¬ 
ognized UN member state. 

The new Rwandan govern¬ 
ment, dominated by Tutsis, ac¬ 
cuses the French of blocking aid 
from other European countries.as 
well as preventing foe arrest of 
leaders of the genocide. The 
French have provided military 
and financial backing .for foe for¬ 
mer Hutu-led Rwandan mili tary . 
regime since 1990. Even the' 
genocide of the Tutsi minority 
did not shatter foe French-Hirtu 
alliance. 

The French did little for the 
refugees seeking to escape the 
Hutu reign of terror last April 
and May. But they did provide 
effective cover and transports-; 
tion for the escape to Zaire of . 
many former extremist leaders,- 
foe army, the gendarmes and the 
militiamen who had participated 
in the slaughter. 

Zaire, a country without an ef¬ 
fective government, is ruled by 
one of the world’s more corrupt 
and ruthless dictators, Mobutu. 
Sese Seko. Zairean forces are 
now training foe- Hutu soldiers, 
anting to Tadele Slassie, the 
UN military commander in foe 
region.

W HEN Svetlana Nikituk 
talks about being Jew¬ 
ish in Russia, she bub¬ 
bles. She uses the words “happy” 
and “friendly” a gai n and again. 

She knows Jewish history has 
been filled with suffering, but for 
her the experiences, especially of 
the past year, have all been 
positive. 

Nikituk, 21, is a senior at St. 
Petersburg’s Pedagogical Univer¬ 
sity, majoring in language and 
literature, and she loves to swim. 
Her mother, an engineer, is Jew¬ 
ish. Her father, a retired army 
officer, is not. 

Last year, she says in fluent 
English, she began attending the 
pool and conceits offered by the 
Maccabi World Union. Through 
the organization she made many 
friends - even met a boyfriend. 

By the summer, she decided to 
take a month-long preparatory 
course so she could be a counsel¬ 
or at a Maccabi camp in St. Pe- . 
tersburg. This week she was one 
of 40 youngsters from the CIS 
brought here for a 2V4-week lead¬ 
ership training course. 

Now Nikituk sees Judaism as 
part of hdr future. “I think it is 
important to marry someone 
Jewish,” she says, and she al¬ 
ready has ideas about how she 
would like to educate the chil¬ 
dren she hopes to have someday. 
“They must know about Jewish 
holidays and traditions and histo¬ 
ry.’* And, she adds, she would 
like to visit Israel again. 

Through sports and cultural ac¬ 
tivities, Maccabi is now trying to 
strengthen the Jewish and Zionist 
identity of its 350,000 members in 
45 countries. Last weekend the . 
organization celebrated in Istan¬ 
bul the 100th anniversary of the 
founding , of its first dub. 

Maccabi came into being as a 
response to antisemitism. When, 
in January 1895, a German mem¬ 
ber of the Istanbul sports dub 
objected to the selection of a 
Jewish coach, the Jewish mem¬ 
bers walked out and formed the 
first all-Jewish gymnastic dab. 

Following the Second Zionist 
Congress in Basel in 1898, at 
which Dr. Max Nordau made a 
plea for a “muscular Judaism,” 
many more dubs were organized, 
banding together as the Maccabi 
World Union in 1921. 

Today, sports is a natural 
drawing card for Jewish youth, 
especially in the CIS and Eastern

Europe, according to Dan Egozi, 
head of fund-raising and project 
development for MWU, whose 
main office is in Ramat Gan. 

The Maccabiah, held in Israel 
every four years since 1932, is the 
“Jewish Olympics” for which the 
organization is best known. But 
this is only part of the picture. 

“The idea is not just to create 
outstanding athletes,” Egozi 
says. The prindple is simple: 
“You grab them [with sports] and 
then yon educate them,” he says. 

This summer, for example, 
Maccabi attracted 250 children to 
five camps in the CIS. With the 
Jewish Agency, the organization 
has set up an educational center 
in the town of Maccabim. though 
more funds are needed for it to 
be used fully. 

FOR YOURI Alkalay Jr., 35, 
who drove from Sofia to Istanbul 
to attend the 100th anniversary 
celebration, the link was base¬ 
ball, which he introduced to 
Bulgaria. 

“In 1986 I was in Cuba visiting 
my mother who was a teacher 
there, and I saw my first baseball 


game,” says Alkalay, today an 
engineer. 

He was already an accom¬ 
plished tennis player, and got his 
fellow athletes to join a team. 
Today there are 40 baseball clubs 
in Bulgaria. 

Maccabi tapped Alkalay’s dy¬ 
namism to help reestablish the 
organization in Bulgaria where - 
as in other countries - it shut 
down during World War II. Now 
he is chairman of Maccabi 
Bulgaria. 

Uke Nikituk, Alkalay looks to 
the future: “I will give my chil¬ 
dren love for Israel as a country, 
and something connected to 
[Jewish] tradition." 

Neither Nikituk nor Alkalay, 
despite their strong feelings for 
Israel, express any interest in liv¬ 
ing here. Though the organiza¬ 
tion tries to help members who 
decide to come here, aliya is not 
its primary goal, according to 
Egozi. Nevertheless, many par¬ 
ticipants in the Maccabiah games 
have derided to come here to 
live, among them basketball lu¬ 
minary Tal Brody. 

Aliva was the outcome, too. 


for basketball player David 
Grun, 23, as it was for many of 
his friends in Antwerp. His home 
and school were Zionist. “I 
learned to write Hebrew [at the 
Tachkemoni school] before I 
learned to write loazii [Latin 
characters],” he says in perfect 
Hebrew. 

At 18 be came here to study at 
the Hebrew University. Now he 
is studying for an MBA at Tel 
Aviv University, while working 
as a management consultant at 
Ya’ad Business Developments 
Ltd. 

Though in Europe Maccabi’s 
main expression is in sports, 
Grun sees the organization as 
“culture before sport." 

“In Eastern Europe, Maccabi 
was the only Jewish alternative to 
Habad," he explains. 

Now that he is here, Grun finds 
one thing peculiar: “Judaism is 
not something foreign to me, 
[but] my [secular Israeli] room¬ 
mates found Hanukka candle- 
lighting as something exotic. If 
anything bothers me in Israel, it's 
the [lack of] relation to the Jew¬ 
ish heritage." 


W HEN Maccabi World 
Union leaders in Israel 
proposed celebrating 
the organization's 100th anniver¬ 
sary in Istanbul, the Jewish com¬ 
munity there hesitated, says Eyal 
Tiberger, secretary-general of 
MWU. 

Despite Turkey’s long history 
of hospitality to the Jews, the 
community today is wary of expo¬ 
sure in a country that is 99 per¬ 
cent Moslem. 

In 1986, 23 congregants at Ne-, 
veh Shalom Synagogue were 
murdered during a terrorist at¬ 
tack. In March 1992, after the 
synagogue was rebuilt, a grenade 
was thrown at it, wounding a 
passerby;'- ‘ '■ 

“They were afraid to anger the 
locals," Tiberger says. Only after 
the event received the blessing of 
the authorities did the Jewish 
community give the go-ahead. 

In the end, 700 peopie attend¬ 
ed the gala “Beacon of Peace" 
event on the seventh night of 
Hanukka. They were marking 
the 100th anniversary of the es¬ 
tablishment of the first all-Jewish 
gymnastics dub, in that city, as 
well as the revival of Maccabi in 
Turkey, where it had been dor¬ 
mant for decades. 

About 100 people who wanted 


to attend had to be turned away. 
Tbe event gave the community a 
shot in the arm, Tiberger says; 
now there seems to be an “insur¬ 
ance policy” - or official sanction 
- for even more Jewish activity. 

Despite the community's con¬ 
cern about possible consequences 
of the event, many of its mem¬ 
bers'are fierce about tbeiT 
identity. 

Rosy Anter believes she’s done 
right by her sons. She's given 
them the best educational oppor¬ 
tunities and a strong feeling of 
Jewish identity.

imprisoned. So she held a wake 
quietly in the dark of night and 
fed the leftover ceremonial bread 
to her dogs to hide the evidence 
of her grief. 

- Terefe Atomsa, 73, also lost a 
son. In his cracked, yellot.'.'d 
block house outside Addis Aoa- 
bff„ among flowering jacarandas 
and fragrant eucalyptus, he re¬ 
calls seeing a pile of corpses left 
on a bridge for all to witness. It 
was the government’s way of 
warning political opponents. 

Terefe said he was afraid to 
claim the body of his 19-year-old 
son, recalling, “They would have 
made me pay for the bullets used 
to kill him.’’ 

MEANWHILE, in the heart of 
the city, at the prison named 
Alem Bekayne - “the end of the 
line" - tbe gates were opened last 
week for two American reporters 
to enter a two-storey octagon 
blockhouse.

The rooms offer courtyard bal¬ 
conies, a shaded square, running 
water and plenty of books, games 
and dean clothing. Many Ethio¬ 
pians might find it strange to 
know the prisoners live better 
than millions of ordinary citizens 
in this, the second poorest nation 
in Africa, a country where 40 per¬ 
cent of its 55 million people have 
no work and where every street 
corner teems with beggars. 

The first defendants to go on 
trial and those facing the most 
serious genodde charges are 66 
men - 45 in custody, the others, 
including the exiled Mengistu. 
being prosecuted in absentia. All 
face death by hanging, if 
convicted. 

How detailed is the evidence 
against the accused? “We have 
minutes of meetings in which it is 
stated, ‘We hereby agree that 
revolutionary measures be taken 
against A, B and C.' In this con¬ 
text you should know, revolu¬ 
tionary measure was a synonym 
for execution,” said Abraham 
Tsegaye, of the Ethiopia Spedal 
Prosecutor’s Office. 

“These documents." he added, 
“specify where the executions 
should occur, whether in a mar¬ 
ketplace before the public or in 
prison or at the victim's home.... 
And we have documents in which 
it is reported back things like, ‘I 
hereby confirm that your order 
for the execution of A, B and C 
was carried out in the presence of 
comrade so-and-so and comrade 
so-and-so.’ ” 

Prosecutors also assert that the 
meticulous bureaucrats of the 


Mengistu government left behind 
tape-recordings of torture ses¬ 
sions. There are known to be re¬ 
positories of skeletons. Reports 
circulate widely that prosecutors 
have gory photographs and even 
videotapes of tortures and execu¬ 
tions. “This was a campaign of 
annihilation against all political 
groups and individuals suspected 
of being counter-revolutionar¬ 
ies," said Tsegaye. 

THESE TRIALS and these pris¬ 
oners are the legacy of a brutal 
civil w^r rooted in the Cold War 
politics of the 1970s. 

After 50 years under Emperor 
Haile Selassie, a dissipated Ethi¬ 
opia fell to a military coup in 
1974. For a moment, Ethiopia 
thought it saw a spark of econom¬ 
ic revival. 

The new rulers, searching for a 
way to control their people, soon 
moved into the Soviet orbit with 
its ideology of class struggle. 
They fashioned perhaps the most 
rigidly Marxist society in Africa. 
According to the special prosecu¬ 
tor, the government systematical¬ 
ly executed hundreds of students 
on a single day to forestall a 
street demonstration. Another 
600,000 Ethiopians were forcibly 
relocated. Billions of dollars in 
aid were spent enlarging the anny 
from 50,000 troops to 500,000. 

And the outside world paid 
hardly any attention. 

Bui ethnic dissent in several 
rural regions could not be 
crushed, despite the Iron boot of 
tenor, and the situation disinte¬ 
grated into civil war in the 1980s. 

A united opposition army took 
rhe capital of Addis Ababa and 
the country in 1991. and Men¬ 


gistu fled to Zimbabwe. A new 
government, part socialist and 
part free-market, emerged under 
interim President Meles Zeuawj. 

The genocide trials, says Addis 
Ababa Police Commissioner 
Hassen Shiffa, “arc the first hap¬ 
piness the people have had.... 
Maybe they can recreate some 
confidence in government. The 
lesson is this: Rulers may be arro¬ 
gant and kiU, but one day they 
will have to come to court and

BEZEK yesterday asked Com¬ 
munications Minister Shulamit 
Aloni to intervene in its negotia¬ 
tions with Cellcom, which will 
soon provide cellular phone ser¬ 
vice in competition with Bezek/ 
Motorola's Pelephone. 

The request followed Cell- 
corn’s refusal to pay Bezek for 
use of its infrastructure. 

Bezek said it agreed to all of- 
Cellcora’s technical demands. 

Bezek also said it “made at¬ 
tractive offers of prices based on 
Bezek rates, while Cellcom de¬ 
mands basing the negotiations on 
an analysis of Bezek's costs, 
which is completely unacceptable 
to us.”

Bezek said it would halt techni¬ 
cal experiments of Cellcom 's 
linkages to Bezek infrastructure, 
which were supposed to be com¬ 
pleted soon, if no progress is 
made in negotiations.

The agreement was signed sev¬ 
eral months after the Japanese 
company initiated negotiations.

Vegetable prices fall in last two weeks 


Vegetable Board head: Tomato shortage to last until March 


FRUIT and vegetable prices have 
declined over the last two weeks. 
Agriculture Minister Ya’acov 
Tsur said yesterday in an attempt 
to calm down the public before 
the publication of the Consumer 
Price Index tomorrow. 

However, Vegetable Board 
managing director Efraim Sha¬ 
lom predicted the market will 
continue to suffer from a short¬ 
age in tomatoes until March. 

The cucumber shortage is ex¬ 
pected to continue for another 
month. 

Shalom said the rise in vegeta¬ 
ble prices over the last several 
months is far above the shortage 
in supply. 

“Today, there is a 30 percent 
shortage of tomatoes, compared 
with an average daily supply of 
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500 tons,” he said. “The shortage 
has resulted in a 180% jump in 
prices. The cucumber shortage is 
about 40%. The market also suf¬ 
fers from a shortage of peppers 
and aubergines. We solved the 
pepper problem by putting a stop 
to exports and selling all produce 
on the local market. 

Shalom said onion prices have 
fallen to NIS 1.5 per kilo this 
week from NIS 3 last week. He 
attributed the decline to an 
agreement by fanners to pick on¬ 
ions before they are ripe. 

Tsur said the ministry has im¬ 
plemented a number of measures 
to relieve the vegetable shortage, 
•including unrestricted import of 
certain types of fruit and vegeta¬ 


bles and the sale of export-orient¬ 
ed vegetables on the local 
market. 

The ministry has also opened 
its markets to agricultural prod¬ 
ucts from the territories. 

Tsur said the public continues 
to buy large quantities of vegeta¬ 
bles despite the high prices. 

“Prices will remain high as long 
as the public is willing to pay,” 
Tsur said. “If the market wants 
relatively stable vegetable and 
fruit prices all year, the public 
must realize the importance of 
looking alter and protecting local 
farmers. Farmers must be able to 
maintain a standard of living 
which will encourage them to re¬ 
main farmers.”

NEW YORK (Reuter) - IBM an¬ 
nounced it halted shipments of 
personal computers madfe with 
the advanced Pentium chip, 
sparking a dispute with chip- 
maker Intel Coip. over just how 
bad the flaw was in the brains of 
the high-powered PCs. 

International Business Ma¬ 
chines Corp. said on Monday the 
bug in the Pentium could affect 
everyday business accounting cal¬ 
culations. Intel said the flaw 
would affect only scientific or ad¬ 
vanced mathematics. 

IBM’s statement was a red flag 
for PC shoppers in the key Christ¬ 
mas selling season who may be 
about to upgrade their systems to 
the Pentium - die most advanced 
PC system on the market. 

“This is going to cause custom¬ 
ers to think twice before buying 
Pentium,” said Sam Albert, a 
Scarsdale, New York-based com¬ 
puter consultant. 

The chips are the center of the 
PC, its brains for calculations, 
word processing and other func¬ 
tions. IBM, the largest computer 
maker in the world, said it would 
replace any faulty chips for free - 
a promise Intel also made. 


Facing a public relations crisis 
over the chips, Intel called the 
IBM action “unwarranted” and 
said tests could be created to 
force the error to occur. 

The controversy flared against 
the backdrop of the major com¬ 
petition between IBM and Intel, 
two of the biggest forces in the 
PC world. 

“You can always contrive situ¬ 
ations that force this error,” said 
Intel President and CEO Andrew 
Grove. “In other words, if you 
know where a meteor will land, 
you can go there and gel hit” 

IBM sells far fewer Pentium- 
based computers than do mail- 1 
order PC maker Dell Computer 
Corp. and Compaq Corp., both 
of which suffered from investor 
selling as welL 

The problem is a dramatic set¬ 
back for Intel, whose chips power 
80 percent of the PCs in use. It 
has broughr out upgrades in its 
line of PC chips for years without 
incident. 

Problems with this chip first 
surfaced on the Internet, the 
global web of computer net¬ 
works, although Intel had known 
about it for months.

Ministry Foreign Trade Ad¬ 
ministration director Zohar Peri 
explained that NAFTA allows 
US companies to export'their 
goods duty-free to. Canada,' mak¬ 
ing it difficult for Israeli firms to 
compete against their US 
competitors. 

Ministry negotiators said Israel 
is ready to exempt all Canadian 
industrial exports from customs 
in return for the same treatment 
for Israeli exports. 

The principal problem the 
sides are facing is the level of 
protection agricultural products 
will be afforded. 

The Canadians are willing to 
open their market to Israeli agri¬ 
cultural imports, with limited ex¬ 
ceptions, if Israel will do the 


same. 

Israeli negotiators presented 
their counterparts with a list of.

OSLO (Renter) - The director of the Oslo stock exchange has bear 
found dead a day after be was fired from his job because of alleged 
financial irregularities, the bourse said yesterday. 

It gave no cause for foe death of Erik Jarve, 50, whom it had sacked 
for allegedly mixing his "private economy and the economy of the 
bourse”. 

Jarve was appointed to head the exchange in 1977, and was the public 
face of the bourse for two decades. 

The Norwegian news agency NTB quoted police as saying Jarve was 
found drowned in a lake near his summer boose in the so uther n 
province of Telemark at 1:25 a.m. It offered no further 

“The Oslo Bourse has with deep sorrow received the message that 
bourse director Erik Jarve died during the night”, a terse bourse 
statement said.

Brokers were asked to reduce business 
during that time.

Scharf faces 


National soccer squad takes on Romania 


ISRAEL’S face-off this evening 
against Romania in Group l of 
the European Nations’ Cup qual¬ 
ifiers presents the stiffest task yet 
for national coach Shlomo 
Scharf s campaign for a place in 
England '96. 

So far Scharfs charges have 
fared better than expected in 
their contests against tbe weaker 
teams in the Group. With two 
wins and a draw behind them, the 
Israelis currently lie in second 
place on 7 points with just goal 
difference separating them from 
the Romanians who predictably 
won borne matches against Azer¬ 
baijan and Slovakia, while hold¬ 
ing the French to a scoreless draw 
in St. Etienne. 

In the 18 months since 44-year 
old coach Anghel lordanescu 
took over the helm, Romania has 
become one of die strongest sides 
in Europe. In their last 14 match¬ 
es, the Romanians have lost just 
one match, a 4-1 defeat at the 
hands of Switzerland in the 
World Cup. Their exit from the 
tourney came in a penalty shoo¬ 
tout against Sweden in the quar¬ 
ter-finals.

The Romanians provide a for¬ 
midable obstacle by employing a 
string of six ‘players across mid¬ 
field, making it difficult to attack 
the two marking defenders and 
sweeper that He behind them. 
The Israelis play a more open 
game with a 4-5-1 formation. 

An advantage with* Iordanes- 
cu's tactical set-up is that it en¬ 
ables his men to spring quicksil¬ 
ver breakaway raids that can 
catch ont all but the best-orga¬ 
nized defenses. Upfront Florin 
Raducioiu and Ilie Dumitrescu 
know how to find the back of tbe 
net.

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Experts: Give 
suspects lawyer 
during police 
questioning

A GOVERNMENT-sponsored 
committee of legal experts has 
recommended that the police re¬ 
verse a long-standing policy and 
allow suspects to have lawyers 
present during some interroga¬ 
tions or to have the questioning 
recorded on videotape. The po¬ 
lice have long rejected any at¬ 
tempt to force them to change 
this much-criticized policy. 

The committee, headed by 
Judge Eliezer Goldberg, also rec¬ 
ommended that suspects who are 
minors should be allowed to have 
a parent, or at least a social work¬ 
er, present during questioning. 

The panel found that the right 
to a lawyer, already upheld in 
many Western countries, should 
also be honored here, “except 
when i( would endanger national 
security or h uman life." 

In addition, police could 
choose to videotape an interroga¬ 
tion, instead of allowing the sus¬ 
pect's lawyer to be present, in 
order to ensure the suspect's 
rights are upheld. 

The committee was established 
by Police Minister Moshe Shahal 
and Justice Minister David Liba’i 
to look into the issues of confes¬ 
sions and retrials. 

However, the findings, pre¬ 
sented to the ministers on Mon¬ 
day and publicized yesterday, 
also addressed other issues, pri¬ 
marily those concerned with po¬ 
lice interrogations. 


While the committee of legal 
experts upheld the right of police 
and prosecutors to base cases on 
suspects’ confessions, it also cau¬ 
tioned that “There are many rea¬ 
sons that false confessions can be 
given.” 

The panel recommended legis¬ 
lation be passed “stating clearly 
that any statement made by a sus¬ 
pect out of court can be used 
against him in a criminal court 
case, unless the statement was 
obtained by torture.' 

To protect the rights of sus¬ 
pects, some interrogations could 
be videotaped, the committee 
said. It left open to the Police 
Ministry to decide which 
interrogations. 

Interrogation procedures must 
be improved and investigators 
should undergo better training in 
questioning suspects, (he com¬ 
mittee recommended. 

Furthermore, the panel said, 
the legal system must crack down 
harder on police officers who use 
illegal measures during interroga¬ 
tions. It also called for expanding 
strict guidelines to allow retrials 
to be held in instances where im¬ 
portant new evidence is 
discovered. 

Shahal said in a statement yes¬ 
terday that police brass would 
meet soon to discuss implement¬ 
ing the committee's 
recommendations. 


Poor showing at Knesset 
angers bereaved parents

A MEETING at the Knesset of 
parents whose children died dur¬ 
ing their military service explod¬ 
ed in rage and binemess yester¬ 
day when only two MKs - the 
organizer, Naomi Chazan* and 
MK Moshe Peied - showed up for 
the discussion. 

The bereaved families included 
children who had died in army 
training or operational accidents 
or bad committed suicide. 

Chazan invited the parents to 
the Knesset to discuss a four- 
point program starting with the 
launching of 3 public campaign 
for legislation transferring the in¬ 
vestigation of army accidents and 
prosecution of those allegedly re¬ 
sponsible for them to a civilian 
authority. 

Several of the parents stormed 
out in the middle of the meeting, 
saying they expected members of 
the Foreign Affairs and Defense 
Committee to attend. Chazan, 
who is a member of the commit¬ 
tee, explained (hat she had orga¬ 
nized the meeting on her own 
initiative and had invited the 
members of the committee to 
attend. 

The explanation did no good. 

“If the Foreign Affairs and De¬ 
fense Committee does not see fit 
to attend, does not appreciate 
and honor the families, it only 
strengthens what we have come 
here for," said Eli Daddon, the 
father of Gil Daddon, the para¬ 
trooper killed last month at Net- 
zarim junction. “I have just fin¬ 
ished the 30-day mourning period 
and not one [politician] came to 
express his condolences. There’s 
no one to talk to and nothing to 


talk about. I'm leaving." 

"It’s not important to them," 
screamed Yehoshua Shalom, 
whose son died in an automobile 
accident. “They should be 
ashamed of themselves. We gave 
our children and they can’t even 
come to hear us. And you should 
know that it’s the same in our 
rehabilitation program, and in 
the documents. They are tor¬ 
menting us.” 

Committee chairman Ori Orr 
blamed Chazan for the bitter 
scene. He said she had not be¬ 
haved with “collegiaiity" by con¬ 
vening a meeting on her own ini¬ 
tiative when he bad established a 
subcommittee to deal with the 
problem. He also charged that 
Chazan’s invitation bad arrived 
one day before the meeting and 
that several of the MKs had not 
even known about it. 

“This is a very sensitive issue 
and requires a great deal of ad¬ 
vanced planning." said Orr. “It 
should be done in the best possi¬ 
ble way and it turned out in the 
worst." 

Several of the parents railed 
against descriptions of them as in 
pain or deserving of sympathy. 
But the suffering in the room was 
palpable. 

The families included Yaffa 
Hoffman, whose son was electro¬ 
cuted in southern Lebanon, Ezra 
Bartov, whose son committed 
suicide, Avraham Shoshan. 
whose son died when a hand gre¬ 
nade exploded in his pouch and 
the family of Yoav Spiegel, who 
died in a jeep accident during the 
Lebanon War. 


Palestinians to fight Jewish 
housing in eastern Jerusalem

PALESTINIAN planning ex¬ 
perts in eastern Jerusalem vowed 
yesterday to push their political 
leaders to halt the municipality’s 
plan for new Jewish development 
in lands annexed to the city after 
1967. 

Khalil Tufakji, of the Palestin¬ 
ian Geographic Society, said that 
Faisal Husseini, the ranking PLO 
official in Jerusalem, would be 
briefed on the plan upon his re¬ 
turn next week to the city. 

Tufakji said the city's ptan, for 
an area of some 6,000 d unams 
adjoining the Arab neighbor¬ 
hoods of Sbuafal and Beit Han- 
ina. did not surprise him. 

“This is nothing new, but the 
continuation of a policy begun in 
1967," Tufakji said. 

He said that most of the land in 
question is owned by residents of 
the Arab neighborhoods, but that 
he long believed the land would 


be expropriated for Jewish 
development. 

Over 30 percent of land an¬ 
nexed to Jerusalem after the Six 
Day War was expropriated for 
use in Jewish bousing develop¬ 
ment, according to a report, 
based on official government fig¬ 
ures. released last week by (he 
newly formed Is-Shalem group. 

“The disclosure of this [new] 
plan again reveals Israel’s true 
intentions,” Tufakji said. 

Meanwhile, an Israeli official 
has told the Washington Post that 
the government intends to build 
8.000 apartments in eastern Jeru¬ 
salem by 1997. 

In the article, which appeared 
yesterday, the unnamed official 
was quoted as saying that a 1993 
government master plan for Jew¬ 
ish housing in and around Jerusa¬ 
lem envisions 17,000 units being 
built by 1997.

Number of registered job-seekers drops 


SOME 102,000 job-seekers regis¬ 
tered at the Labor and Social Af¬ 
fairs Ministry's employment 
agencies last month, compared 
with 112,000 in October, the min¬ 
istry announced yesterday. 

According to the ministry, 
some 9,800 new immigrants 
sought work through the Em¬ 
ployment Service last month, 
compared with 11,000 in Octo¬ 
ber, a drop of 9.6%. The number 
of women job-seekers also de¬ 
clined, from 57.6% of all job¬ 
seekers in October to 56.4% in 
November. 

The areas most afflicted by un¬ 
employment, according to minis¬ 
try statistics, are the eastern Ne¬ 
gev, wiih 7.7% unemployed, and 
the southern and central Negev, 
with 7.1%. The highest unem¬ 
ployment rates were registered in 
Mitzpe Ramon (14.4%), Or 
Akiva (13.5%) and Ofakim 
(12.1%).

However, economist and wage 
expert Dr. Linda Efroni said yes¬ 
terday that the figures provided 
by the ministry result from tech¬ 
nical and cosmetic changes, and, 
together with the toughening of 
the unemployment payment law, 
don't reflect any improvement in 
the employment situation. 

Efroni noted that since July 
1990, the law enabling people out 
of work to collect on their unem¬ 
ployment insurance has been 
changed three times, with the 
conditions for receiving payment 
made tougher each. time. Conse¬ 
quently, many people out of 
work who might deserve unem¬ 
ployment payments are nonethe¬ 
less not registering with the Em¬ 
ployment Service and are 
therefore not registered as job¬ 
seekers. 

“The data provided by the em¬ 


ployment service does not reflect 
the labor market situation at all, 
but represents only that segment 
of the population which needs the 
Employment Service's permits 
for unemployment payments, for 
the Absorption Ministry in order 
to get absorption fees, and wom¬ 
en who need the permits to col¬ 
lect alimony fees from the Na¬ 
tional Insuiance Institute. 
Statistically, this is misleading," 
Efroni said.

Immigrant onemptoymenr was 
nearly dtrable the national rate, 
at 14.7% in the third quarter of 
the year, the Central Bureau of 
Statistics reported yesterday. 

An average of 197,000 new im¬ 
migrants were employed during 
the third quarter, making up 
10.5% of all of the employed. 


while 34,000 immigrants made up 
21% of all the jobless - a 2% 
increase over the previous 
quarter. 

The percentage of unemployed 
immigrants dropped in direct 
proportion to the length of their 
stay in the country. Those who 
arrived last year had the highest 
unemployment rate of 29%, 
while the rate for 1992 arrivals 
dropped to 12%, decreasing fur¬ 
ther to 10% for immigrants from 
1990-91. 

The bureau reported that 24% 
of the immigrants had scientific 
or academic jobs, 30% were em¬ 
ployed as skilled workers, 22% 
were service workers,' and 10% 
were unskilled workers. 

About 37% of immigrants 
were employed in industry, 18% 
in public and communal services, 
13% in trade, food and hotel ser¬ 
vices, 10% in personal services, 
and 6.5% in construction. 


Soroka doctor ordered to repeat surgical training 


HEALTH Ministry Director- 
General Prof. Mordechai Shani 
has decided to implement recom¬ 
mendations by the Israel Medical 
Association's scientific council to 
punish a Soroka Hospital resi¬ 
dent for falsifying records of his 
participation in operations. 

The council recommended that 
Dr. Aharon Amir, a plastic sur¬ 
gery resident, be required ro re¬ 
peat two years of surgical studies 
because his “medical experience" 
at Soroka was in doubL 

The ministry will also name an 
outside physician to supervise 
Soroka's residency program and 
bar five department heads from 
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accepting new residents for one 
to five years. 

The severe punishment fol¬ 
lowed a complaint to the council 
about Amir. According to the 
complaint, Amir was not present 
at many of the operations he 
claimed to have participated in, 
and the five department heads 
signed his attendance records 
without checking. 

In addition. Prof. L. Rosen¬ 
berg. head of the plastic surgery 
department, will not be able to 
accept new medical residents for 


five years. This function will be 
taken over during this period by a 
committee set up by the IMA. 

Prof. A. Haruzi of general sur¬ 
gery department C will be barred 
from accepting new residents for 
three years: the heads of the or¬ 
thopedic surgery, ear, nose, and 
throat and general intensive care 
departments wQI not be able to 
approve residents for a year. 

Haruzi admitted he had made a 
mistake by not checking Amir's 
records. “But 1 don’t know of a 


single hospital department-head 
in the country who checks the 
attendance records of residents,’’ 
he added. Until now, no one has 
been punished for this. 

Hospital spokesman Batya 
Kuris said Soroka had not re¬ 
ceived any written communica¬ 
tion on the matter from the 
ministry. 

It was learned that Soroka 
management will appeal the deci¬ 
sion to Health Minister Ephraim 
Sneh. There were reports that a 
similar incident took place in 
Ichilov Hospital during the past 
few years, but that no one was 
punished. 


Physicians hold ‘warning’ meeting on feared cut-backs

HUNDREDS of senior doctors from around the country will bold an 
“emergerrcy meeting” at Sheba Hospital tomorrow to warn about 
plans of the Health and Finance ministries they say “will bring catas¬ 
trophe on the public hospitals." 

The event, organized by the Israel Medical .Association, will be 
attended by deans of the medical schools, hospital administrators, 
department heads and other leading physicians. They will protest 
against ihe government’s intention of ''cutting budgets drastically and 
reducing the number of medical procedures." If the health system 


collapses as a result, the IMA said, the government will have to explain 
itself. 

Yesterday, public-hospital doctors attended lMA-orgaaized worker 
assemblies for two hours, disrupting hospital functioning. The IMA 
said doctors will decide at tomorrow's meeting what further steps to 
take. 

The Health Ministry has so far declined to make any comment on 
the charges, but Health Minister Ephraim Sneb will meet with report¬ 
ers today. 


Court fight expected as Trans-Israel Highway law passes 


THE Israel Union for Environ¬ 
mental Defense (IUED) is ex¬ 
pected to request a High Court 
interim injunction today to stop 
the Trans-Israel Highway Com¬ 
pany from beginning work on the 
first section of the planned Road 
6. following the passage of the 
Trans-Israel Highway Law early 
yesterday morning. 

The law, which passed by a 
vole of 15-0 with two abstentions, 
paves the way for a speedy pro¬ 
cess of land expropriation to has¬ 
ten the construction of the road. 

Knesset Finance Committee 
chairman Gedalva Gal said the 
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first section of the road, 90 kilo¬ 
meters long, will cost $75 million 
per kilometer and require the ex¬ 
propriation of 15.000 dunams 
(3.750 acres) of agricultural land. 
The length of the entire road is 
300 kilometers. 

The IUED is still awaiting the 
outcome of its previous High 
Court petition in June, when the 
court ordered the company to 
show why it had not carried out 
an environmental impact report 
for the entire length of the Ne- 
gev-io-Galilee road, but only for 


sections. The company has asked 
for extra time to prepare its case. 

“The flagship of Israeli trans¬ 
portation is under way," said 
Housing and Construction Minis¬ 
ter Btnyamin Ben-Eliezer yester¬ 
day after (he passage of the law. 
The company is expected to be¬ 
gin work within two months. 


Ben-Eliezer ordered it to imme¬ 
diately begin preparing the ex¬ 
propriation of lands for the road, 
which is expected to serve 
250,000 vehicles a day by the year 
2010. 

All the country’s environmen¬ 
tal organizations have opposed, 
the road,

Namir: 
State 
pension 
bill soon

LABOR and Social Affairs Min¬ 
ister Ora Namir said yesterday 
that her ministry has completed a 
draft of a stale pension law, and 
that its legislation would begin 
shortly. 

The proposal will be presented 
to Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin 
on his return from Japan next 
week, she said. 

Speaking to journalists in Hai¬ 
fa, at a meeting also attended by 
Haifa Mayor Amram Mitzna and 
her ministry’s director-general, 
Avraham Ben-Shoshan, Namir 
said that a ministry team took 
some 18 months to draft the pro¬ 
posal. 

Rabin bad studied the draft 
proposal before leaving the 
country, presented the team with 
a number of questions. The an¬ 
swers have been prepared and 
will be provided to Rabin next 
week, she said. 

Namir also said that the unem¬ 
ployment rate in Haifa was 37% 
higher than the national average. 
The city' has 17 job-seekers for 
every available post, compared 
to a six-to-one ratio in the rest of 
the coon try, she said. 

Mitzna called on the govern¬ 
ment to help solve the unem¬ 
ployment problem in Haifa, 
pointing out that in November, 
5,961 job-seekers were regis¬ 
tered there, 1,178 of them 
academics. _ 

Remand hearing 
for three Aslan 
murder suspects

THREE prisoners who are sus¬ 
pects in the mnrder of under¬ 
world figure Yehezkel Aslan wifi 
appear in Tel Aviv Magistrate's 
Court for a remand hearing this 
morning. 

Aslan was gunned down in 
February 1993 as he was leaving a 
Tel Aviv restaurant. The un¬ 
known assailant escaped in a car. 
Aslan’s woman friend was grazed 
by a buileL 

Police arrested Ze’ev Rosen- 
stern, a known criminal and busi¬ 
nessman who detectives said was 
at odds with Aslan over gambling 
operations abroad. But he was 
released after a month because of 
a lack of evidence. 

Over tiie past year detectives 
have been conducting an under¬ 
cover investigation and claim 
they know who is responsible for 
the murder. 

One suspect who police allege 
shot Aslan is serving a three-year 
sentence for extortion offenses. 
Another suspect is serving a five- 
year sentence for his part in an 
international drug smuggling op¬ 
eration. The third is also doing 
time for extortion offenses. 

All three inmates were interro¬ 
gated separately and will appear 
this mo rning in court. 

In addition police have arrest¬ 
ed a businessman from Giva- 
tayim in connection with the 
murder. 
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
